FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 18 — The 
Kentucky Cabinet for Health and Fam- 
ily Services (CHFS) has announced the 
state’s top-performing child support con- 
tracting officials.

The hustle and bustle of the 
Christmas season is on, came on 
with a bang. I say, “Wouldn’t 
you like to grab that fast horse 
(or reindeer) by the reins and 
holler, whoa, Nellie, whoa.” 

On CNN they were talking 
about the housing tragedy how it 
would affect Americans at 
Christmas. One lady said she 
told her three children to make a 
list of three toys or games. In 
years past they received ten. 
Have you seen the likes of 
people on the food bank lists 
and toy give away list. 

Our granddaughter had a 
room including a large closet 
full of toys and stuff. Our great 
grandson, Andrew, has toys 
runneth over at home, and at 
both grandparents. She has 
asked us to quit buying him 
clothes, she has no closet, 
dresser, or chest to put them in. 
He has clothes to do him until he 
is age five or maybe six. Of 
course they were an only child, 
not 12 children like we were. 

My first Christmases I have 
no memory of. I know when we 
moved to the Calaboose I was 
five months old. When I was 
five years old, the tobacco had 
sold, and daddy bought some 
fruit and candy for us. Also, at 



Fred Terrill’s Store, he bought 
Helen and me a flannel shirt 
each and a pair of overalls; and 
two dolls. We were very happy 
with our dolls. However, in the 
Spring we left them out in the 
pasture field where we played. 
The skin on the dolls were made 
of rubber material which was 
stuffed with minced cotton. Af- 
ter a night’s rain the dolls were 
not in very good condition. We 
had dolls made of corn shucks 
and dolls made of sticks of stove 
wood, that we made clothes for 
from rag scraps. I remember us 
all sewing one day, and my sis- 
ter, Helen, said we” re running 
out of thread. So, to keep from 
running out of thread, I made 
very large stitches to go farther 
with my thread. 

I can remember Christmases 
with hen and dumplings, a cake 
or fried chicken. In the later 
years mom sent a brother to 
Steve Rose’s Store, and had him 
to deliver a box of oranges, ba- 
nanas, and apples; and some 
candy and a cake for Christmas. 
Our brother, Dewey and wife 
Barbara in Michigan always 
sent through the mail a large box 
of chocolate candy, and like 
Forrest Gump said, “You never 
know what you’ll get in a box of 
chocolates.” Mom always kept 
the candy stored in a chest and 
the fruit under dad’s bed. 

So, these were some of our 
Christmases down in the holler 
on Calaboose Road.

Morgan County native Chess 
Pelfrey, 80, is a resident of the 
War Memorial Nursing Home in 
Augusta, Ga. Born Nov. 11, 
1928, at Elamton, He is a son of 
the late John Wallace and Chloe 
Blevins Pelfrey (who was reared 
on Williams Creek of Elk Fork). 
His wife, the former Phyllis Coo- 
per, is a daughter of the late 
Mack and June Cooper of White 
Oak. 

On Oct. 13, 1951, Sgt. Pelfrey 
was a long way from home with 
allied forces involved in fierce 
battle against enemy forces in 
Korea. 

His actions on that day earned 
him the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the second highest mili- 
tary decoration for bravery that 
can be awarded to a member of 
the United States Army. 

In recognition of that honor 
earned over half century ago, a 
bronze plaque commemorating 
his bravery was erected four 
years ago on the Walk of Fame 
overlooking the Savannah River 
in Augusta. 

The plaque, engraved with the 
wording of the official citation 
that accompanied the awarding 
of the medal, reads as follows: 

Sergeant Pelfrey, a member of 
Company B, 5th Infantry Regi- 
ment, 24th Infantry Division, 
distinguished himself by extraor- 
dinary heroism in action against 
the enemy in the vicinity of 
Pnagdandong-ni, Korea, on 13 



October 1951. On that date, 
Company B was engaged in an 
attack against well-fortified en- 
emy positions. As the battle 
raged, intense enemy fire ac- 
counted for several casualties 
among the friendly troops includ- 
ing the platoon leader of the 2nd 
Platoon. Immediately taking 
charge of the platoon, Sergeant 
Pelfrey led the men forward un- 
til a heavy volume of automatic 
weapons fire from a hostile em- 
placement halted the advance. At 
this point, with utter disregard for 
his personal safety, Sergeant 



Pelfrey singlehandedly charged 
the enemy position and destroyed 
it with hand grenades. Shouting 
words of encouragement, he led 
his men forward. Twice more, the 
platoon was stopped short of 
their objective by deadly accurate 
fire from enemy emplacements 
and both times Sergeant Pelfrey 
assaulted them in such an aggres- 
sive manner that they were suc- 
cessfully neutralized. Sergeant 
Pelfrey charged forward and his 
men, inspired by his fearless ac- 
tion, overran the enemy position 
and inflicted numerous casualties 



among the hostile troops. The 
extraordinary heroism and self- 
less devotion to duty displayed 
by Sergeant Pelfrey throughout 
this action enabled the company 
to secure its objective and reflect 
great credit on himself and are in 
keeping with the highest tradi- 
tions of the military service.” 
Pelfrey has several relatives in 
this area, including members of 
the Pelfrey, Bradley and Blevins 
families. He was a nephew of the 
late Ova Pelfrey of Lacy Creek 
and is a brother of Charles 
Pelfrey of Ashland,

Medicare Part B Signup 
Jan. 1 - March 31 

If you are eligible for Medi- 
care Part B medical insurance, 
but you did not sign up for it 
when you first became eligible 
for Medicare, you will have an- 
other opportunity to apply. Open 
season for Medicare Part B runs 
from Jan. 1-March 31, 2009. 
Better to act early than late - if 
you miss the deadline, you will 
have to wait until 2010 to apply. 

Medicare Part B covers some 
medical expenses not covered by 
Medicare Part A (hospital insur- 
ance), such as doctors’ fees, out- 
patient hospital visits and other 
medical services and supplies. 

When you first become eli- 
gible for hospital insurance (Part 
A), you have an initial enroll- 
ment period of seven months in 
which to sign up for medical in- 
surance (Part B). After that, you 
have to pay a higher premium - 
unless the reason you declined 
Part B was became you were 
covered through an employer’s 
group health plan or a group 
health plan based on a spouse’s 
employment. 

You are given another oppor- 
tunity to enroll in Part B during 
the general enrollment period, 
from Jan. 1 -March 31 of each 
year. But each 12-month period 
that you are eligible for Medicare 
Part B and do not sign up, the 
amount of your monthly pre- 
mium increases by 10 percent. 

Medicare is made up of four 
parts: 

• Hospital insurance (Part A) 
that helps pay for inpatient care 
in a hospital or skilled nursing 
facility (following a hospital 
stay), some health care and hos- 
pice care. 

• Medical insurance (Part B) 
that helps pay for doctors’ ser- 
vices and many other medical 
services and supplies that are not 
covered by hospital insurance. 

• Medicare Advantage (Part 
C) plans are available in many 
areas. People with Medicare 
Parts A and B can choose to re- 
ceive all of their health care ser- 
vices through one of these pro- 
vider organizations under Part C. 

• Prescription drug coverage 
(Part D) that helps may for pre- 
scription medications. 

In addition, some people with 
limited income and resources 
may qualify for extra help to pay 
for the costs - monthly premi- 
ums, annual deductibles and co- 
pays - related to their Medicare 
prescription drug plan (Part D). 
You can learn more about the

Commonwealth. And we remain 
committed to doing just that.” 

“The federal research dollars 
that UK brings to the state has a 
large direct impact on the state 
economy. However, these re- 
search dollars are only a small 
part of the total impact UK has 
on the state,” said Ken Troske, 
director of the UK Center for 
Business and Economic Re- 
search. 

For instance, Morgan County 
boasts 127 alumni of UK, but the 
university’s impact stretches be- 
yond those who have studied in 
its classrooms by assisting re- 
gional and local economic devel- 
opment efforts. 

“The education students re- 
ceive from UK turns them into 
more productive workers and citi- 
zens,” Troske said. “In turn these 
students help raise the wages of 
other workers in the state; are less 
likely to commit crimes; are 
healthier; and are more informed 
participants in the political pro- 
cess.

KSP conducting

State and federal agriculture 
officials are investigating a case 
of contagious equine metritis 
(CEM) in a quarter horse in cen- 
tral Kentucky. 

The 16-year-old stallion tested 
positive from CEM during rou- 
tine testing on Dec. 10. The test 
was performed by the University 
of Kentucky Livestock Disease 
Diagnostic Center as a prelimi- 
nary step to shipping frozen se- 
men to the European union. 
Samples were sent to the National 
Veterinary Services Laboratory in 
Ames, Iowa, which confirmed the 
diagnosis. 

The index horse and all ex- 
posed horses are under quarantine 
and undergoing testing protocols. 
The index horse is being treated, 
and exposed horses have been 
tested to see if they are infected. 

The index horse was moved to 
Kentucky in February from 
Texas, where he had been located 
for his entire breeding career. All 
breeding was done artificially 
with no history of natural service.

son, 22 stallions from various 
states were bred on the farm. 
Thirteen of the stallions were re- 
located to other states, and one 
was relocated to another facility 
in Kentucky. The index stallion 
was bred to 44 mares both on the 
farm and by shipped semen. 

Contagious equine metritis is 
a transmissible, exotic venereal 
disease in horses. It usually re- 
sults in infertility in mares and, 
on rare occasions, can cause 
mares to spontaneously abort. 
Infected stallions exhibit no clini- 
cal signs, but can carry the CEM 
bacteria for years. CEM is com- 
monly transmitted during sexual 
intercourse, but also may be 
transmitted indirectly through ar- 
tificial insemination or contact 
with contaminated hands or ob- 
jects. 

There is no evidence that 
CEM affects people. 

CEM can be treated with dis- 
infectants and antibiotics. CEM- 
positive mares and mares from 
CEM-positive countries in Ken- 
tucky are required by state regu-

lations to go through a treatment 
protocol and remain in quarantine 
for no less than 21 days. Stallions 
in Kentucky that have CEM or 
come from a CEM-positive coun- 
try also are required to remain 
quarantined until a treatment pro- 
tocol is completed and they test 
negative for the disease. 

The first cases of CEM in the 
United States were diagnosed in 
central Kentucky in 1978. An- 
other outbreak occurred in Mis- 
souri in 1979. The disease was 
eradicated rapidly in both out- 
breaks. 

Kentucky’s horse industry has 
a total estimated economic impact 
of $4 billion a year, according to 
a 2005 study by the American 
Horse Council. The horse indus- 
try generates an estimated 80,000- 
100,000 jobs, and another 14,000 
jobs come from tourism busi- 
nesses related to the horse indus- 
try. Kentucky farm cash receipts 
for equine, including stud fees, are 
estimated at $900 million for 
2008. 



Snow and ice 
removal priorites 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet’s Department of High- 
ways has established priority 
routes for snow and ice removal 
for the upcoming winter season 
in Morgan County. 

The Department of Highways 
is responsible for keeping ap- 
proximately 255 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in Morgan 
County passable in inclement 
weather. It sets snow removal pri- 
orities according to the amount 
and nature of traffic on the routes 
within each individual county. 
Priority A routes include major 
through routes and are those most 
heavily traveled. Priority B routes 
include other important, but lesser 
traveled, routes in the county. 
Other roads fall into Priority C. 

In Morgan County, Priority A 
highways are the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway, US 460, KY 
7, KY 203, KY 205, KY 519 and 
a portion of KY 172. Priority B 
routes include KY 134, KY 191, 
KY 1010 and portions of KY 172, 
KY 705, KY 772 and KY 946. 
Other routes are Priority C.

Local school reps celebrate 
progress in cancer research 



LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Repre- 
sentatives from the Morgan 
County Schools participated with 
other educators from across the 
state in the third annual Dataseam 
Technical Institute last week in 
Louisville. Three days of work- 
shops and training classes were 
highlighted at Wednesday’s lunch 
attended by over 100 superinten- 
dents, technicians and university 
leaders, including University of 
Louisville President, Dr. James 
Ramsey. 

Dr. John O. Trent, Director of 
Molecular Modeling at the Uni- 
versity of Louisville’s James Gra- 
ham Brown Cancer Center 
thrilled the crowd as he described 
the results of research completed 
by using computers located in 
schools — including Morgan 
County schools — across the 
state. According to Dr. Trent, 14 
potential drug compounds were 
discovered and the computers 
were supporting the work of 12 
research teams at the Brown Can- 
cer Center. 

While Dr. Trent cautioned that 
the drug development process is 
a long and uncertain process, he 
pointed out that this program was 
potentially trimming years off the 
discovery phase of the process. 
The Brown Cancer Center at the 
University of Louisville now 
boasts one of the largest pipelines 
of potential new drugs of any can- 
cer center. 

The University of Louisville 
has been using the Dataseam 
Grid, which connects computers 
in 52 Kentucky school districts to 
help researchers accelerate impor- 
tant discoveries. Morgan County 
Schools participate in the pro- 
gram locally. 

In addition to the research, 
Dataseam Executive Director, 
Brian Gupton, outlined the edu- 
cation and technical programs 
supported by the nearly 10,000 
school computers. “New comput- 
ers and associated programs help 
teachers prepare students for ca- 



reers in Kentucky’s 21 st century 
economy,” according to Gupton. 
“It is vital that we home-grow our 
next generation of scientists here 
in the state.” 

School Superintendents who 
attended the lunch earned their 
school district five new comput- 
ers to support research and local 
education efforts in the 
classroom. They also learned 
about hundreds of additional 
computers now being distributed 
to schools along with information 
on a scholarship program specifi- 
cally for schools participating in 
the Kentucky Dataseam Initia- 
tive. 

The computers used for every- 
day classroom assignments by 
students in Kentucky schools are 
left on at night for use as a gigan- 
tic computer grid to vastly speed 
complicated computations by re- 
searchers at the Brown Cancer 
Center.

Morgan allotted funds for 
emergency food and shelter 



WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 
16 - Congressman Harold “Hal” 
Rogers (KY-05) announced to- 
day the release of $448,436 in 
combined funding to counties 
throughout the Fifth Congres- 
sional District for the Emergency 
Food and Shelter National Board 
Program (EFS). Of these funds, 
Morgan County will receive 
$11,734. 

The EFS program, adminis- 
tered by the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security’s Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), supplements 
and expands ongoing community 
efforts to provide shelter, food 
and supportive services to the 
nation’s hungry, homeless, and 
people in economic crisis. 

“The Christmas season is of- 
ten a time of gift-giving and 
abundance, but many in our com- 
munity are simply struggling to 
put food on the table, make a 
mortgage payment, or cover 
heating costs this winter,” stated 
Rogers. “This federal infusion of 
funds into our communities will 
result in families staying together 



through the holidays or a veteran 
making it to a doctor’s appoint- 
ment for medication. This 
Christmas, we must not forget 
our many blessings and continue 
to extend a helping hand to those 
around us. Iam pleased to see 
FEMA get these funds to our 
communities before the New 
Year.” 

FEMA, through the Emer- 
gency Food and Shelter Pro- 
gram, allocates funds nationwide 
to the neediest areas and ensures 
fast, targeted response through 
public-private partnerships. 
Funds can be used for food, lodg- 
ing, transportation, rent and util- 
ity assistance, and minimal com- 
munity center facility repairs. 
Nationwide, $200 million has 
been awarded to over 2,500 cit- 
ies and counties across the coun- 
try. 

Rogers currently serves as a 
senior member of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee with di- 
rect oversight of FEMA.

Backers of clean 
coal want stimulus 
to revive project 

Dec. 19 — Electric and coal 
companies want President-elect 
Barack Obama’s stimulus plan to 
include a restart of their project 
to build the first commercial- 
scale generating plant that can 
capture and store greenhouse 
gases, “setting up a fight with the 
anti-coal wing of Mr. Obama’s 
base,” Siobhan Hughes reports 
for The Wall Street Journal. “In 
one sign of its confidence, the 
FutureGen Alliance, along with 
a development group for Coles 
County, 111., last week bought a 
400-acre site for $7 million.” 
near te city ofMattoon. 

The federal government was 
to pay most of the project’s cost, 
but pulled out early this year af- 
ter the estimate nearly doubled, 
to $1.8 billion. The Bush admin- 
istration planned to parcel out the 



federal money to smaller- scale 
projects, but FutureGen and its 
allies in Congress stoutly opposed 
such a move. Now, worries about 
spending have taken a back seat 
to desires for stimulating the 
economy, but some Obama advis- 
ers may think that the technology 
isn’t ready for a commercial- scale 
test. 

Herb Meeker of Coles 
County’s Journal-Gazette and 
Times-Courier notes that 
Obama’s pick for energy secre- 
tary, Nobel Prize- winning physi- 
cist Steven Chu, said of clean coal 
at a March conference on energy 
futures, “If people think this is the 
solution, think again. A lot of re- 
search is needed.” 

Some beliect “technology to 
take the carbon dioxide out of the 
exhaust from a coal-fired power 
plant could take 10 to 15 years to 
develop on a commercial scale, 
and even then would be costly,” 
Hughes writes.

Wolfe Supt. 
of Schools 
steps down

CSMPTPN — Wolfe County 
Schools Superintendent Steve 
Butcher will retire from his posi- 
tion effective the end of Decem- 
ber. That was the announcement 
from Butcher’s attorney, Tim 
Crawford, at the December 
School Board meeting. Butcher, 
himself, was not present at the 
meeting. 

The announcement came on 
the heels of a closed executive 
session by the board to discuss 
pending litigation in the matter of 
the superintendent’s contract. 
When the board returned to open 
session, it was announced that no 
decision had been taken. 
Crawford then stood up and ad- 
dressed the board with the news 
that Butcher would retire at the 
end of the month. 

Board member Eddie Rose 
made a motion to accept the re- 
tirement offer and board member 
Susan Cable seconded. The ac- 
tion passed with no opposition. 

It was a fairly quiet ending to 
the term of a superintendent who 
had, at times, caused emotions to 
run high. 

One of the high points of his 
career was overseeing the build- 
ing of the new Campton Elemen- 
tary School. But that accomplish- 
ment was closely followed by a 
controversy over the disposition 
of the old Campton Elementary 
building. Concerned citizens 
flooded the board meetings de- 
manding the beloved old build- 
ing be given back to the county 
instead of going on the auction 
block. The building was eventu- 
ally deeded back to the county, 

Then several employees filed 
suit against the board alleging un- 
fair transfers and demotions. The 
court found against the employ- 
ees in regards to unfair transfers, 
but found in favor of the two 
employees who had claimed they 
were demoted unfairly. The case 
was appealed, but the board later 
dropped out of the case. Butcher, 
however, wanted to keep his part 
of the case active. 

At this time, no interim super- 
intendent has been appointed and 
the appointment of a new super- 
intendent will fall to the board 
and its two newly elected mem- 
bers.
